Request: 
 

Does New England Power Company own any facilities in any state that has voltage of 34.5 kV 
which are treated as a transmission facilities for purposes of calculating the revenue requirement 
under NEP’s Electric Tariff No. 1? If so, please identify.  
 
Response: 
 
Yes, New England Power Company does own facilities in other states with a voltage of 34.5kV 
or less that are treated as transmission facilities in the calculation of the transmission revenue 
requirement. Please see Attachment PUC 3-15-2 for a list of such facilities that meet this 
criterion; however, these assets are not subject to TSA-NEP-83 or TSA-NEP-86, which defines 
the BITS surcharge. TSA-NEP-83 and TSA-NEP-86 are the tariffs by which the BITS assets are 
included in the calculation of the transmission revenue requirement in the BITS surcharge.  
Absent such tariff language applicable to similar assets in another state, it would not be 
appropriate to include those other assets in the transmission revenue requirement.  
 
Furthermore, as referenced in PUC 3-10, classification of these assets is governed, in part, by 
historic asset classification of the applicable legacy company and a determination of majority 
share of investment for shared transmission and distribution substations.
